Dear NUTS, 


We had planned on a trip to Grass Creek on August /0th & 11th but we have had 
to cancel those plans. This area was picked because a number of people had asked 
that we plan an outing within about 50 miles of Salt Lake City so that NUTS members 
who have only one day off on the weekends could attend without spending half the 
day driving. Unfortunately, after our original contact was made last winter with 
the owner of the Grass Creek property on which the ghost town sits, it has changed 
hands and is now owned by a gun club who will not grant permission for us to go in. 
lt probably wouldn't do us much good anyway with steel and lead shot covering the 
area as a metal detector would go berserk most of the time! 


In place of the Grass Creek outing, we've planned on a trip to Manning and 
Sunshine. These two ghost towns sit at the south end of the Oquirrh Mountains 


within a few miles of each other. Both were appendages of Mercur. Manning came 

into being as a result of the need for a good water supply for the new processing 
procedure used to process the ores of Mercur. Manning had the water and a number 

of mills were built and used and a town grew up around them. The water is still there, 
running out of a couple of shallow caves on the mountain to the East of the mills. @ 
The exact spot where the town was is unknown to your Wagonmasters, but it shouldn't 

be too difficult to find as the remains of the mills are still there and easy to 

locate. 


Sunshine was built around some mines developed after rich ore was found south 
of Mercur. The ores were much richer than those at Mercur and it was expected that 
the town would develop and be a large, booming community. The ore may have been 
rich but the veins were shallow apparently and, within a few years, the pay dirt was 
about gone and the town went with it. Quite a few buildings went up in those few 
years and although the town was short-lived, it was one of the larger mining 
communities of its day.
